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SOUTH AMERICA. 


By the arrival of the Ship [ndian Oak of thia Port, from Valpa- 
Taiso, we are put in possession of some late information with regard 
to the state of affairs in South America. The same occasion brings 
@s copies of Two Proclamations, in their Official shape, one of 
whick was issued by Commodore Bowles, commanding H. M. ship 
Amphion, dated off Buenos Ayres on the 24th Nov. 1818, caution- 
ins British merchant vessels from taking any part in the pendiog 
contest between Spain and her Colonies, and offering them protec- 

‘tion for the preservation of their neutrality; and the other was 
issned by Lord Cochrane in the Bay of Callao, on the Ist of 
March, 1819, declaring the whole line of coast from the port of 
Guayaquil to Attacama in Pera to be in a state of formal blockade. 


The first of these Docaments bas not been made public that we are 
aware of, notwithstanding it is ao much the oldest in point. of date; 
and tho’ we re-published the latter in our Journal of the 14th instant 
from the Bombay Papers, into which it found its way through a 
private hand, we shall sepeat it here from the Manoscript in our 
possession, to preserve the train of events to which it alludes. 


On the sabject of Lord Cochrane's operations, our Lettera say, 
that His Lordship’s squadron were becalmed in a fog ander the bat- 
teries of Callao, and when the fog cleared off, the calm atifl continu- 
ing, his ship was left completely at the mercy of the Spaniards, who 
opened their batteries and committed great havock on their block- 
aders. The thickening of the fog around the ships shortly after, 
saved them from certain destraction; bat having by a ligcht air of 
wind, got clear of their danger, Lord Cochrane continued the block- 
ade for several weeks after, and then returned to Valparaiso, to re- 
ceive avitable ordnance, ammunition, and stores, for the redac- 
tion of Peru, on which service be was also to have a re-intorcement 
of 7000 troops. 


It is added that in the province of Peru, at least seven-cights of the 
population, and three fourths of the Royal troops were ripe for revoit, 
ao that the most compicte success was confidently relied on by those 
who were to be engaged in its subjugation. 


His Lordship was to quit Valparaiso on. this service abont the 
middle of July. The Chilian Government had prevented the sailing 
of the British Frigate Andromeda, and the Icarus, Sloop of war, for 
Callao, until after the squadron of Lord Cochrane should haye sailed. 


On the general state of trade along the cost, the Letlera sey, that 
exorbitant daties, ecanty population, and genéral poverty, were great 
impediments to external commerce; and there seems bat too moch 
reason to fear that the alventarers of a commercial nature, which had 
been dispatched to that quarter, would be far from successful. 


The Ship Indian Oak, by which these advices have reached us, 
Beft Valparaiso in April, about amonth after Lord Cochrane's declara- 
tion of the blockade had passed. The Ships’ Lord Lyndock. and Good 
Hope, were then in that port, but were expected to sail shortly after. 


The Proclamations to which we before adverted, are as follow ;—

British Merchant Ships trading to the South Pacific, are hereby 
most particularly cautioned against interfering in any way whatever, 
in the hostilities now unfortanately existing in that part of South 
America, and on no account whatever to carry either Stores, contra- 
band of War, Troops, Measeugers, or Letters, from cithes of the Bel- 


ligerent parties. If any act of violence is committed against them, 


they are immediately to give notice of the same, to Hie Majesty's - 


Ship stationed for their protection at Panama, Lima, or on the coast 
of Chili, and it is hoped they will on all occasions observe a line of 
condact so strictly neutral as to justify the assistance, the Officer 
Commenting ae this Station, will be always most ready to afford 
them,

By Lord Cochrane, Vice Admiral of Chili, Admiral and Commander in 


Chief of the Ships and Vessels of the State. 


Being authorized and commanded by the Supreme Government 
of Chili. strictly to blockade the Parts, Bays, Harbours, and the 
whole Coast of the Kingdom of Pern, 


I hereby declare as follows, vis. :— 


Ist. That the Port of Callao, and all other Ports, Bays, and 
Harbours, as welt as the line of Coast, from the Port of Guayaquil 
to Attacama in Peru, are in a state of formal blockade. 


2nd. All Vessecle are strictly prohibited from carrying on any 
commerce, or holding commanication with the said Ports and Places, 
within the before mentioned line of blockade. 


3rd. No Ships or Vessels, belonging to friendly or peatral pow- 
ers, now iu the Bay of Callao, or in any of the Ports or Anchorages 
comprehended within the blockade aforesaid, shall be permitted to 
sail therefrom, after the elapse of eight days from the date hereof. 


4th. No neutral Flag, shall in any case be suffered to cover, or 
neutralize the property of Spaniards or of the Tobabitanta of the 
Countries subject to the King of Spain. 


6th. Any neutral Vessel, navigating under false or double pa- 
pers, or which shall not have the neceasary documents to prove the 
ownership of the property, shall suffer the penalties applicable to the 
Goods and Merchandize of enemies. 


6th. Every neutral Vessel, which shall have on board Military 
Officers, Masters, Sapercargoes, or Merchants.of the Countries sub- 
ject to the King of Spain, shall be sent to Valparaiso, there to be 
adjudged according to the law of nations, 


7th. The present notification, shall be transmitted to those whom 
it may concern.

A Gentleman who has arrived from Valparaiso, by this occasion, 
states, that the Naval Force, under Lord Cochrane, destined for the 
reduction of Pern, consisted of Four Frigates, and Four Sloops of 
War, which were principally manned by Englishmen and Americans, 
and were in an excellent state of discipline and equipment. He con- 
firms the statement given on the authority of the Letters before 
quoted, as to the ships having got becalmed off Callao, in a fog, and 
soffered from the batteries in consequence ; but it is added, that it by 
no means amounted to a Defeat, nor was the injury sustained at all 
equal to the extent and importance given to it in the public Papers. 


The next arrivals will no doubt inform us of the result of these 
pendivg operations, and bring us, we trast, ossorances of Peru being 
libvrated, acd in complete possession of the Independants,

COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL, GUILDHALL: 





London, July 24, 1810.~—Yesterday tha LORD MAYOR held a Court 
of Common Council at Goidhal!l, which was fully attended. 


After the minates of the last Court had been read, his Lordship in- 
formed them, that he had Inst night received a communication from Lord 
Sidmenth, which it was material not fo withhold from the Court, and which 
with their leave he would read to them. (Read.) 


His LORDSHIP then read a letter from Lord Sidmouth, expressive of 
Me Prince Regent’s gracious approbation of the measures adopted by the 
Lord Mayor for preserving the public peace of the city of London on 
‘Wednesday last, and the support and co-operation afforded to his Lordship 
by the several civil authorities. 

The LORD MAYOR then detailed at some leneth the extensive ar- 
rangements made by the civil power to preserve order ou the day allnded to, 
and expressed his cordial thanks to persons of every political party for the aid 
they afforded him. He was happy to say, that every citizen had heen found 
at his post during the late eventful period; and that those who were gene- 
rally called the friends of reform, had proved themselves to be no friends 
to revolution. He then described the assistance which he had received 
from different public bodies. The Bank had declared its intention of pro- 
tecting itself, and the Fast India Company, in addition to placing their own 
@epatiment in a state of strength, had offered’ to his disposal 500 men. His 
Lordship then alladed to a printed bill, of a most inflammatory kind, that 
was posted abont the town on Wednesday, inviting the pecple to action on 
ahat day: be made every inquiry respecting the authors of that seditious 
Dill, and trasted his information wonld lead to their detection and punish- 
ment. He had received information, upon oath, that the disaflected had 
made every effort to call into action their means of outrage on that day, 
and boped in this great city to have found (that which was fortunately and 
properly not the fact) abettora te have assisted in their project, which was 
of the most diabolical kind, for it comprised a plot to an extent no less 
monstrous than that of fring this great City and murdering the inhabitants 
(Hear.) This was the‘ object; he repented, he had information of it upon 
@ath ; but the firmness and energy of his fellow-citizens defeated the diabo- 
Bical attempts of the seditious. (Hear, hear.) 


On the motion of Mr. 8. DIXON, the letter of Lord Sidmouth was 
erdered to be entered on the journals, 


Alderman WOOD then came forward, and begged to ask his Lordship 
@hether he had, directly or indirectly, any information of the author of the 
printed bill, or any possible means of discovering him? It was his duty 
as a magistrate to put auch a question, but it remained with the Lord Mayor 
4o answer it or no, as seemed good to him. 


Mr. SAMUEL DIXON rose to address the Lord Mayor, but the 
worthy Alderman interropted him, and insisted upon his right to an answer 
saying, “ Surely the worthy Gentleman is not going to adswer for the Lord 
Mayor.” 


The LORD MAYOR aaid, the inquiry was perfectly regolar, and he 
would give an answer. He had some idea that the information which he 
received would lead to the detection of the author, at least he hoped s0; the 
Jill was ofthe most flagrant kind, and its centents concurred with the in- 
formation which be had received apon oath, that the object of the disaffected 
‘was, op that day, to fire this great city, and marder allits peaceable: inha- 
Ditants; but the loyalty of the people of London, with their feelings 
naturally averse to scenes of murder and rapine, presented a combination 
which appalled the conspirators The Court would also learn with surprise, 
that within a very few yards of the place in which they sat, a seditions 
meeting had been held, where proceedings took place of the must serious 
nature against the publie peace. Allhe should now say of that meeting 
war, that aman ougiit to be very cautious how be allowed persons to frequent 
bis house, who could use seditious expressions of such a nature. 


Aiderman WOOD trespatsed still farther upon bis lordship’s patience 
fora more satisfactory auswer. The Lord Mayor had stated, that he had 


the best information as to the persons who had printed and published the 
atrocious placard to which he had alluded. If he had ench information, he 


Sidesman Wood) trusted that he would bring both the pristerand publisher | 





nothing should be wanting on his part fo promote so important an inquiry: 
(Hear, hear, hear.) He conid ngs help recollecting, that during his own 
Mayoraity, on the 24 December, a paper similar to this bad been posted up 
every where, on the very morning of the Spafielda meeting, headed in 
letters so large that every ebild could read them—“ Spafieids’ Row !”—“ Go 
it, my Boys !’—* Truth fore penny ¥ “The object of that bill was evidently 
to instigite the people to acts of violence, and he had probed it to the 
bottom, as he hoped the Lord Mayor would de inthis case. Where did 
they thiok that this bilihad beea printed? He had ascertained that it bad 
been printed in Bridewell, by a servant of the city in that institution, bya 
man much connected with the Government of the country. (Loud erics of 
hear, hear.) The present placard might have come from a similar quarter; 
he did not mean to say that it came from the same source, indeed he thought 
that it did not, as Lord Sidmouth had condemned the conduct of the indi- 
vidual who had propagated that piacardin the severest terms. His Lordship 
had seid, that though the placard might call for peace, it did not call for it 
ip a way likely to obtain it, when it said, “Spafields row! goitmy boys.” 
The Corporation, he was confident, would assist his Lordship in every eftort, 
nay, would pay any sum, to detect and punish these persons, whoever they 
were, that were engaged in such seditious practices as his Lordship had 
described. (Hrar.) If the placard had issued from those persons who had 
meditated the conflagration of the city, and the destrnction of its invabie 
tants, the whole city must be desirous of bringing such wretches to condign 
punishment ; acd even if it bad issued from others, with the view of ex. 
citing riot and disorder, their conduct equally merited the execration of 
their conntrymen. As far as he himself could jndge of the late Smith- 
field meeting, not the slightest attempt had been made by any person there 
to create riot or disorder ; so that the author of the placard contemplated 
what the parties themselves, judging from their actions, evidently did not. 
( Hear.) 

Mr. S. DIXON was extremely disappointed at the purpose for which 
the worthy Alderman had risen. It would have better become the worthy 
Alderman to have moved thanks to the Lord Mayor, than to have introduced 
this conversation. 


Mr. 8S. FA VELL wonld be the last man to encourage any thing likely te 
disturb the peace of the city, or to produce an improper interference of the 
military ; but still he could not help thinking, that those who could put up 
such an atrocious placard as that of “ Spatields row—go it my boys,” would 
do any thing to put down the cause of reform altogether. As they had all 
joined to avert the darger which had lately threatened the city, the present 
was the time for those wbo advocated a moderate reform, to enter their 
protest against those meu who wouid mix them up with the basest and the 
meanest of mankind, 


Mr. Alderman WAITHMAN expressed his anrprise that his lordship 
should bave said so little abont the information he had received respecting 
the bill, and so much about the aathors of the plot tofire the city. The 
latter, he thought, might bave been spared, for prudential reasons, until 
some of the conspirators were detected. After alluding to the Spahelds 
bill, and the author of it, the worthy Alderman said he was not prepared 
to attach the utmost weight to bills of such a description; and when he 
recollected the machinations of Oliver ard other spies, he could not over- 
look the possibility that persons of asimilar description might be at work 
at present, ‘heer,) with a view of exciting snch @ fermentas would give 
room tor the introduction of ferce to pnt down all free discussion among 
the people. With respect to meetings like those alladed to, he in general 
looked upon them as the worst enemies of real reform, on account of the 
opportunities they afforded of calling into play the indisereet zeal of indi. 
viduals. He believed, however, that the great masts of the people was 
sound, and that they could hot be led away without great excitement and 
much difficulty. ‘The manner in which the Meeting on Wednesday went 
off, showed that the people contemplated nothing violent; such was, he 
knew the opinion of persons residing on the spot in Smithfield, and who, 
during the meeting only dreaded the occurrence of intemperate interference 
as the source of any danger. He hoped that no pains would be spared to 
discover the authors (if there were any) of so foul a conspiracy as that of 
firing the city, avd murdering its inhabitants Even the oath of an Oliver 
voght to be attended to in such a case, with a view of bringing the inquiry 
to come to issue. Looking, however, at the meeting, and at the heavy grie= 
vances and distresses of the people, he did not think insinuating the 
possibility of their being participators, by cuntempiation, in bloodshed and 
rapine, was the kindest way of treating them. For his own part, he 
expressed his astonishment that the meeting, ander all the circumstances, 
went off as quietly as it did. Nothing couid be more rash or ill-advised, 
of more against the unanimovs opinion of alf the magistrates, than the 
appearance of dragoons in the streets of the city on Wednesday; it was 
against the express understanding that a soldier should be seen, though the 
fullest means were taken to have an adequate force at hand, in case of 
danger. He was also astonished, ai tbe very time of the meeting, to see 
some of the light horse in Giltepur-street, and, as he bad heard, actually 
determined, were it not for the admonition of some of the civil power, to 
impede the procession then passing fur the chairman of the meeting. ‘The 
werthy Alderman then reprebended, im the warmest terms, the rash and 
intemperate act of sending thirty or forty constables in the very middle of 
‘the business of the meeting to arrest Harrison. (Hear) If he bad been 
waconnected with the magistracy of the city, nay, if he had po other 
interest in the city than that which the lowest inhabitant in point of rank 
and property had, he should have feit it bis duty to bave made the remarks 


which had falicn from Lim, but, being ashe was ou the spot where the 
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fneeting was held, being as he was the representatives of the ward in which 


it was assembied, he feit that he shonid haye been wanting ia his duty to 


his constitdents, both as a member of that and of another court, if be had 
tiot noticed the matter in the manner in which he had noticed it. (Hear, 
fear, hear,) . 


The LORD MAYOR asserted, that not a single dragoon had been 
admitred into any part of the city, and remarked, that the eondact of Alder- 
mat Waithman towards bim had been of the most indecent, intemperate, 
impradent, and intrnsive kind. Though it was, not incambent poo hint 
toexplain to the Court what inducement or. information had led him to 
adopt the measures which he had done, still he would repel the assertion of. 
the worthy Alderman with regard to the City.Light Horse. There cer - 
tainly were some of them in Giltspar street, but never more than one or 
two of them ata time ; and those too riding to receive his orders every 
half hour, a2 to the state of the meeting. He ,was told, that the worthy 
Alderman had insulted them most grossly, and had even endeavourel to 
excite the populace to attack them (hear); nay, this very insult was entered 
in the order book of the regiment. (Hear) He would take every step to 
bring the author of the placard to puvishment, whoever he was, though he 
€onld not help expressing some surprise why his worthy friend (Alderman 
Wood) had not done the same to the author of the Spa-fields bill, who lind 
so wickedly endeavoured to inveigle the feeliugs of the public. He should 
eijer a reward also to discover those persons wha were instigating the 
peopie to acts of violence on the late occasion: “ and,” continued he, °‘if I, 
standing before you and the rest of my conntrynren, should screen any per 
gon from justice, I should merit the comterapt and condemnation of you 
all. Fall on whom the guilt may, IT shall feel it my duty to hold him up te 
the general execration of all the classes in the comntanity.” 


Mr. 8S. DIXON remorked, that the name of the Lord Mayor would 
go down with credit to posterity on account of his condact on the late 
occasion, in spite of the malevolent opposition which some interested 
individuals were directing against it. Even if he had been mistaken, his 
conduct onght not to have. been so violently attacked, as all must allow 
that he was acting on what he thonght was the best. A warrant had come 
to him from the country regularly backed: and if he had failed to execute 
it, those who were now the first to condemn hig for his ardent zeal would 
then have been equally ready to censure him for his timi-lity. If the same 
vigoréus condact had been pursued by other magistrates as had been 
pursued by the Lord Mayor, the country wonld not have had to lament 
many of the evils uader which it was at present labouring. (Hear, hear.) 


Alderman SCHOLEYV expressed his marked approbation of the Lord 
Mayor’s bekkaviour on Wednesday last. 


Mr. GRIFFITHS was with his Lordship on Wednesday last, in Gilts- 
por-street Compter, and on his Lordship’s asking him, on the receipt of the 
warrant to apprehend Harrison, what was to be done, he replied “ that there 
was only one thing to be done, and that was his duty.” He had advised 
his Lordship to have two horsemen to convey his orders; he had likewise 
assisted in the executioa of the warrant deeming it to be his daty not to be 
backward on such an occasion. ltadeed, he shonld always be found first 
in the field, and last out of it, when any danger threatened the metropolis. 
(Laughter.) He considered the Lord-Mayor to be entitied to the gratitude 
of his feilow citizens for the active part which he had taken io the arrange- 
ments of Wednesday. 


Alderman WOOD had ano*her question to ask of the Lord-Mayor, and 
that was, whether he was aware that a number of life-gaardsmwen had been 
stationed in the Green yard. (Hear.) Knowing that all interference of the 
nailitary power had been most strongly deprecated in the Court of Alder- 
men, he thoughtit incumbent onthe Lord Mayor to explain the circumstance. 
They were not secretly but openly poste! there, and though they were only 
three in number (a loud laugh from Mr. Diron and others), kept perpetually 

arading the streets in the vicinity. In the remarks which his Lordship 
po offered to the Court, he had made an error, which he (Alderman 
Wood) deemed it necessary to correct, LTnstead of allowing the author of 
the placard, “Spafield’s Row.—Goit my boys,” to escape with impunity, 
he had made both him and the publisher of it find bai! for the offence which 
they had committed. He had subsequently done every thing in his power 
to have them brought to trial; bat the Court of Aldermen were averse to 
that proceeding then, from an idea that they had? no wroag intentions in 
publishing the placard, which, however, he could not help denominatiog as 
atrocious a placard as ever was posted in the streets of the metropolis, ‘ith 
regar/ to the attacks which had been made upon himself by a gentleman on 
the floor, he mast say, that they troubled him very littic. ( Hear.) His 
pablic conduct had received such a reward from his feilow citizens as had 
never, scarcely, been bestowed on any citizen of London, before him (loud 
cheers); and therefore, he had no occasion to shrink from any animad versions 
which that hon. gentleman might think proper to make on him. Warmly as 
he was attached to the best principles of liberty, still he would maintain his 
loyalty to be equal to that of the most loyal member of the Court; indeed, 
his whole life, for the last nige or ten years, had been sacrificed to the 
service of the public, and employed in the preservation of tranquility and 
order. (Hear) He was not mach in the habit of reading the pnblie papers, 
or of noticing what they contained: be had, however, observed that some 
of them had said that he was riding in Smithfield on Wednesday, between 
eleven and twelve o'clock. Now, there was no foundation whatsoever for 
such a report: he bad indeed been there on horseback abeut half past nine 
o'clock in the morning: he had ridden threagh it, because it was his near- 
est road to the place where the geutiemen who bad volunteered to act with 
hiw were stationed; at that time ia tae day when the papers represented 
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him'riding through the crowd ia Smithfield, he was with the volunteers of 
his own ward. 


Mr. WILLIAMS was loth to rise on a subject so extremely delicate a 
the present subject was. He had no right—indeed, if he had aright, be 
had-nowisk, to arraign the cooduct of) the Lord Mayor in that Cuutt: sii!!, 
if the Lord Mayor thought proper to claim its approbation for ang arranges 
meots which he had made,-be had arieh?, as 9 member of the Court, te 
express his disapprobatiou of them. His Lordship had thonghi proper ta 
disapprove of the conduct of Aldermap Waithman, who way at the head of 
the ward of which le was a member. He would not on that accouat stand 
np for him, if he thought his condnet was censarable; still less would he 
desert him, when it was praiseworthy, and bad been unjustly attacked. If 
Alderman Waithman bad not stood up in ithe manner which he had done, 
be shouid have thonglit it his duty. to bave called him to account in another 
place ; bat whea he saw the loyal conduct of that gentleman, when he saw 
bim at his post early on Wedaesday morning, and wiih a miod earoestly 
bent en preserving the peace of the ward; he could not help considering 
him entitled to the gratitude of his fellow citizens. The hon, member thea 
proceeded to state, thai the inhabitants of Smithfield were more afraid of 
the zeai and interference.of the Lord Mayor thas they were of the riotous 
disposition of the multitudes, ‘hear) though they were obliged to his Lerdship 
for the strong force which had been embodied for their protection, they 
were of opinion that it onght to baye been kept as much ont of sight as pos- 
sible, and therefore that the appearance of the military and the firemen as 
consiabies was unwise and inspoliiic. (Hear.) He likewise condemned his 
Lordship for apprehending Harrison in the midst of so large a crowd; and 
said, that he had not heard of any breaches of the peace, except those which 
had beeo brought ou by the enemies of reform. Atter commenting ov the 
improper behaviour of Dalten, the covstable, who had pointed his pistol 
against the crowd, he praised the conduct of the worthy Alderman towards 
that individaal, as “the very essence of all that was amiable.” He was cone 
vioced that, if the zeal and ardour of his Lordship had not been restrained 
by the judicions advice of hiw brother magistrates, the day could never 
have terminated iu quiet, nor without the presence of a military force. (Loud 


' cheers.) He conciuded his speech by asserting, taat the constitutional Re- 


formists were the real friends of order: they never sent out atrocious plac 
cards to excite ite people to bloodshed and murder (cheers): they never 
employed any Oliver or Castlos to instigate the people to crime, in order 
to pouish them for it after it had been committed (loud sheers): but they 
were found at their post, ready to preserve order and tranquility, whenever 
that order and tranquility were endangered by the arts of mischievous aud 
ill-designing men. (Loud cheevings.) 

Mr. JACKS was surprised at the warmth and party feeling which had 
been excited in this diseussion. He maintained that the Lord Mayor was in 
law compelled to take Harrison into custody as soon as possible after the 
receipt of the warrant. far the excess of zeal which he had displayed, the 
country would give him as much credit as they did for his pradent and 
spirited behaviour, 

Mr OLDHAM expressed his surprise that the Lord Mayor should 
have applied the terms indecent and intrusive to the condact of the worthy 
alderman, and hoped that he would repent of having used them, when the 
feelings of irritation which had prompted them had passed away. He, too, 
censured the apprehension of Harrison as uuwise. Hs said that there ap. 
peared to be only ove opinion iu the Court respecting the radical Reforine 
ers: all allowed the impracticability of their theories; all allowed the 
madoese of their reveries. He hinself had even doubted of the rectitade 
of their intentions: bnt if there was any thing which could dispel those 
doubts from bis miad,it was the peaceable conduct which they had diss 
played, when his Lordship’s officers seized one of their partisans in the 
wagegon at Smithfield. 

Mr. SMITH said, that he had expected that some member of the 
Court would have proposed a vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor; as nobody 
else had done it, be would. The worthy gentleman then commented in very 
severe terms on the condnet of Alderman Waithman. He said that the Lord 
Mayor had not been half ao bour io Giitsparstreet Compter, before he re~ 
ceived a very carions letter from the worthy Alderman complaining of the 
presence of the military. At that time there were only two light horsemen 
in the streets Shortly afterwards, at the very moment Harrison was 
brought iato the Compier, Alderman Waithman rashed in, and said, I 
protest against the apprehension of Harrison.” The worthy member maine 
tained that the conduct of Alderman Waithman was on this occasion the 
most indecent of which one man could be guilty to another, Shaking er rae 
ther waving his hand at the measures of his Lordship, he repeated his pro 
test against it. His Lordship then remonstrated with him, and explained 
the reasons of his condnct, when the Alderman burst oat of the room, and 
renewed his protest in the public streets, against the interference of the 
military. At that moment two of the light horsemen were coming up the 
street, and the mob, hearing the invectives of the worthy Alderman, began* 
to hoot and exclaim against them. The speaker then proceeded.to ewogize 
the Lord Mayor, and concluded ” moving the following resolution, which 
was afterwards seconded by Mr. Jupp. 

“ Resolved—That this Conrt consider it a jnst tribute to the Lerd 
Mayor, to present to him their best thanks for the judicious arrangements 
which he made on the 21st, for the preservation of the public peace of the 
city, which this Court were of opinion were not only fully adequate for 
the purpose, bat eminently effectual in preserving the peace of the city 

re.” 
= Mr. PULLEN thonght that the conduet of the Sheriffs on that occa. 
sion was highly laudable, and opght not to be passed over in silence. They 
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had communicated with his Lordship during the day, and had a cons derable 


pumber of the county constables stationed in the neighbourhood of Finsbury . 


square, ready to assist in keeping the peace, if any distatbance had reudered 
their presence neceasary. 

The LORD. MAYOR eaid a few words in alow tone of voice, bat we 
could not collect their import, 

Alderman WAITHMAN said that whatever besitation he migtt feel ja 
epeaking about himself, it was necessary for him to discard it after the obser- 
vations which had been passed on his behaviour at the present meeting. He 
would not enter into any explanation of what had occurred between himself 


aod his Lordship in Giltepar street, ane as he wished now, as he had - 


wished on all other occasions, to disfinguish the public from the private cha- 
racter of the Lord Mayor. With regard to the latter part of the bon. gentie- 
man’s charge agaiest him—the less of temper—he would ieave it to the 
Conrt to decide, whether the deportment aud temper ef himself, of the Lord 
Mayor, or of the worthy gentleman himself, was the mildest and most equa- 
bie. (hear) On the dag in question, he, as Alderman of the ward in 
which tue meeting was assembled, bad a most imporjant duty te perform: 
he caved litfle zbont the opinion which the public had formed, or might fom, 
of the manner in which be had discharged it, so long as he could enjoy mith- 
in himeetf the conviction that he bad performed it to the best of his abili- 
ties: still it would not displeese him, if the opinion of his fellow-citizens 
wns favourable to him. The difficulties, however, of bis situation were in- 
creased by not knowing either the place or the manner ia which he conid 
commanciate with the Lord Mayor. At half-past 11 o’clock, he did not know 
where his Lordship was; and if he was rightly informed, the Sheriffe of 
London and Middlesex were in a similar state of ignoragce. (Lord cries af 
hevr). When bis Lordship was in Giltspur street Compter, and he himself in 
St. Sepuichre’s church, thengh there was not a stone's throw hetween them, 
he (Aid Waithman), who had to preside in the scene of danger, did not know 
where the Lord Mayor had established his head-qaarters. Thea, thongh his 
Lordship bad said that there were no eoidiers, the inbabitants informed him 
(Ald, Waithwan) that 8 dragoons, (Cries of no, 20), 3 soldiers then, on black 
horses with long tails, were parading the market. In contequeace, he 
wrote a hasty letter on the subject to his Lordship. He would now beg 
Jenve to adduce another proof of his iordship’s or his friend's correctness. 
I¢ had been said, that within five mivutes after that letter had been written, 
be (Ald. Waithman) went to the Lord Mayor and remonstrated with him. 
This was not the fact. (Cries of it is, from Mr. Smith) He repeated, that it 
was not the fact; but that he would explain what was. He had heard that 
a most injudieiens step (for so he contd not heip calling the apprehension of 
Herrison, under all the circumstances) had been taken by his Lordship. He 
allowed the great awkwardness under which the receipt of the warrant had 
placed his Lordship, and the responsibility which attached to him in whate- 
wer way he acted: bat had he been placed in bis Lordship’s situation, he 
wonld have taken upon himself a still greater responsibility, rathee than 
have sent 80 wea to seize another amid s0 numerous and s0 motley an assem- 
blage; at the same time 100 fire men were rushing after them. (Hear.) Whea 
thinking that this circumstance might be attended with dangerous conse- 
qoences. be had gone with the deputy of his ward, and another very respect- 
able gentleman, who fad been in general a supporter of his Lordship at the 
election, to ask whether this rush had been made with his Lordship’s appro- 
bation.—{ No from Mr. Smith)—He (Alderman Waithmag) said yes. He er- 
ged to his Lordship the probability of mischief eosuing from sending out 
the constables in this manner: he would not say how this proposal had been 
received by his lordship, because it would aot be believed ; “for you all 
know,” said ke “ thekind and complacent temper of the Lord Mayor, and the 
sunvity of temper by which he is distinguished.” (Laughter and applause.) 
The worthy gentleman, Mr. Smith, had thea made another wery broad, he 
‘would not say another very gross, assertion 68 a subject of which he could 
not possibly know any a (Hear.) “ I would not contradict your Lord. 
ship,” continged he, * but I may contradict that gentleman, especially in 
point where my own character is ao much concerned. He has stated that I 
endeavoured to insult the military, and to excite the mob aginst them, I 
reply, that there was ne insult, ne military, no mob. (Loud cries of acer.) 
The persons who were at the door when I left the Compter were respecta- 
bile gentlemen of my owa ward, who had voluntarily enrolled theraselves as 
apecial constables. ‘fo one of them I did indeed observe, that I protested 
against the apprekension of Harrison; but Giis was all I said, and this I was 
perfectly justifiable in saying. Why, if 1, a member of the Court of Alder. 
men, enjoying the confidence of my fellow citizensin a donble capacity, as 
sepresentative of the ward and representative of the city, see another 
snember of the same Court acting as I think injudiciously, have I not a 
sight to warn kim of the eonsequeuces without having my condact repre- 
sented as indecent and intrusive?” The worthy Alderman, after continu- 
iug his censure of the Lord Mayor for some time longer, then sat dowa. 


. . The LORD BIAYOR replied at some length to the observations of 

Aiderman Waithwan. He maintained that it was the Alderman’s fanit, if 
he did not know where be (the Lard Mayor) was to be foundon Wednesday 
as in his preliminary orders he had stated, that any Aiderman, og sending a 
confidential person af 8 o'clock op Wednesday morving to the Mansion. 
house, might know where he wasto be found. He also contended, that 
the Aldermen did know where he was to be found, and read some letters 
which he (Ald, Weithman) had addressed to him, a a proof of jt. He also 
represented the copduct of Aid. Waithman to have been most outrageous, 
and seid, that if he had been guilty of {1 io public, ke would most endoabt- 
edly have bad him taken into custody, 


M3. Deputy REEVES corroborated the stalements of Ald, Walthwan. 
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Mr. PEARSON moved, as an amendment, @ resolution, censuring the 
conduct of the Lord Mayor; and in doing so, stated, that Harrison had given 
bail for his offence at Stock port, snd bad been decoyed up to Lendon by & 
letter, purporting to be written by Diy. Blandford, Secretary to the Com- 
mittee, but not written by that gentleman, and containing proposals of the 
most inflammatory and treasonable mai ure. out 

Mr S- FAVELL seconded the amendment. 

After a few desultery remarks from: Alderman ROTHWELL, Me. 
JUPP, Alderman WOOD, aed Mr. PEARSON. pote 

Mr. GRIFFITHS maintained, that the conduct of the Lord Mayor was 


‘most praise worthy. With respect to the asseftion that had been mad 


that Harrison had been admitted te bail before the meeting, he should, 
observe, that having gone ia'company with the constables to the place where 
Harrison was arrested, be there heard bim say that he had not beea bailed, 
He had, he stated further, no friends then at hand, but the business of the 
meeting would be over in a féw‘hours, after which he should find friends te 
bailhim. The Deputy(Me. Reeves) bad heard him say this.—(‘° No,” from 
Mir. Reeves.) 


Me. GRIFFITHS.—“ If be egys No, I am ready to swear it.” ( Much 
laughter.) 

Mr. REEVES (as we understood) observed, that when Hecrison was 
im castody, he heard him say, that he had committed ue offence ; apon which 
the Lord Mayor observed, that he was accused ef a misdemeanour, fer 
which it was necessary that he should find bail. 
A age a few words fram Mr. 3. DIXON, which were not audible below 

e bar. 


Mr. Alderman THORP said, he could not give his assent to the amend- 
ment, becavee he conceived the Lord Mayor had acted to the best of bis 
power for the protection of his fellow citizens. He thought it would be 
more epen and manly to pass a vote of censure on his Lordship, if bis con- 
dact were considered deserving of such. As that-was net meant, he did 
Bot see what ebjeetion there could be to give Lim a vote of thanks, which 
in his pinion, he merited. He merited it, as be had consalied the Court of 
Aldermen, and was so kind; so temperate, and, be would say, so obedient, 
as to attend to a great deal of what they tad said respecting the plans 
which were to be adopted “*At the same time that he considered thanks 
due to his Lerdship, he should add, that the clioice of the time and place for 
the arrest of Harrison was not, under the citcumstances, the most pradent, 


Mr. BLACKET defended the conduct of the Lord Mayer, and felt, ia’ 
common with mest other inhabitants of Smithfield, great obligations to him 
for those wise and prudent precantioas he had adopted. So much coufi- 
deace had he in them, that he kept his shop open the whole of Wednesday, 
withoug sufferiag any inconvenieuce from it. 


Mr. WALKER considered the intrcduction ef any military force inte 
the city, without the most urgent and pressing necessity; a subject of as 
mueb importance as any which could come before the Court. It might, if 
passed unnoticed on this occasion, be drawn inte « precedent in times te 
come. Whether the troops which were in the city were dragoons or light 
horse, was to him of very little difference ; aud he wished to hear some exe 
planation from the Lord Mayor why sowe dragoous were introduced oa 
Wednesday into the Green-yard? 


The LORD MAYOR replied, that he would freely give the explana: 
tion required. There were three horses broaght into bis stables very early 
on the morning of Wednesday, by his particalar desire. Whether dragoons 
were with them or net, be could not say. But his object in having the 
horses was, that he had no horse of his own which he eouceived would act 
as quietly among the mob as he could wish, in case his presence should have 
been necessary. Upon inquiry of the marshals, he fonnd that they were 
similarly circumstanced, aud he had, therefore, requested the use of these 
horses, which would be mere tractable, in case he should have occasion 
for them. 


Mr. Ald. WAITHMAN knew enough of the privileges of the city 
of London, to be convinced, that the introduction of only one soldier ander 
arms, without the atmost urgency, would be a violation of them. He 
remembered on former occasions, that so great was the jeslonay of the 
citizens upon this point, that they did not snffer even a party of the military 
to march through without a strong remonstrance to the Govcrnment, from 
the civil authorities of the city. If circamstances had rendered the presence 
of any military force necessary, they shonid have beex ip sufficient 
strength ; und he did not conceive bow it was necessary to have thes 
parading Ludgate hill. 


Mr. PEACOCK objected to the presence of any military force on the 
ceasion. He himself had seen 40 or 50 armed men march threugh the city 


The qnestion was about to be put, when a member said, he felt it his 
daty to divide the Court upon it ;and it would then be seen who were for, 
and who against, the introduction of the military power. 


Mr. T. N. WILLIAMS observed that, notwithstanding the situation 
in which he stood with respect to the Lord Mayor, be felt it bie duty, sud 
was bold enough to express his desided approbation of his conduct, which 
he conceived was most energetic and praiseworthy om the occasion 
alinded to. 


The question was then loudly called for, and the Court divided, when 
there appeared a Majority of 42 against the amendment. The criginal 
motion was then carried, as was a'so a separate vote ef thanks to. the 
Aldermen, whoa the Court adjourned,

Deposit of Bayonets.— Another circamstance of local interest, that 
we had not before -time, or rather space, to aotice, is the discovery that 
was made on Thursday last, of a large quantity of bayonets deposited 
in anold building near the Bankshall, which was in the act of being 
pulled down by workmen employed by the Committce for improving 
the City, preparatory to forming a atreet where it stood. 


The bayonets were found to occupy asmall closet of room, built 
all round with thick walls, without an entrance ; they were of all 
shapes aod sizes, some of English and some of Freach manofactare; 
there were a few sworde among them, bit no muskets, aod the whole 
number is thought to have been about four ar five thousand. 


It bas been conjectured by some, that (hese weapons were col- 
kected aad deposited here previous to the year 1798, for the purpose 
of being at band tobe seized and used. by the Indiae populace,at the 
period when a general plot to drive the Itng/ish from India wag dis- 
covered to be in agitation throughout the cvuntry. Others again say 
that they were collected and placed here by sonre evil minded persone 
who were desirous of implicating the owner of the House in a charge 
of treasanabic designs. A third account that we have beard.is; that 
the place where they were deposited was formerly a notorious 
puoch-heuse, at which the Koglish soldiers stopped oo their way 
jato and out of the Fort; aod thatit was common for them to pledge 
their bayongts for grog, and either replace them by sheftfrom the ar- 
senal, or by pretendivg to have loat them; and that thus, in a series of 
years, they accumulated to their preacut number. This seems highly 
improbabie ; but there are o.ser stories more idle apd more_improba- 
ble still, whith are not worth repeating, 


Ii is, however, asserted by one well acquainted with the fact, 
that these bayonets were reported to the Police, as being deposited 
here, about fourteen years age ; but, they were then proved to belong 
to the owner of the House, the lace Rajah Kistrath Roy, who was a 
very wich man, gud who had bimseif purchased them several yeare 
before.

n: Te the Editor of the Calcutta Journal. 


In recording the Estimate of Departed Worth, Jastice dee 
mands that it should not be done at the Expence of Living Merit, 
Where panegyricislavished on the merits of any, one individual, to the 
exclusion of others whose exertions and devotiona! zeal ia the same 
cause, ought to bomeene. if not principally, at leastin an equal de- 
gree, acknowledgement for securing those public advantages that re- 
quire but the application of distributive Justice to their final eomple- 
tion, it is due to the many not to suffer the share borne’ by them in 
effecting such objects, to be wholly lost sight of in the theme of Indi- 
vidual Eulogy. 


I trast that the Gentleman who in the Government Gazette of 
the 9:h instant proves himself so well qualified toappreciate the cae 
reer'vf the late Mr. Kea, by the high and elegant tribute of comme- 
moration te his departed Friend's virtues, will pardon me the invidi- 
ous task of associating with the record ef that lamented Gentleman’s 
public fame, the remembrance of transactions, on which the aggre- 
gate of praise has been conferred by him exclasively: to the Civil 
Commissionef’s short administration in Cuttack. That Gentleman 
bas done honor to the memory of his Priend, in terms that are worthy 
of the most exalted subject. Letit be my hamble attempt to en 
hance its value hy an aliusion to those by whose efforts the Adminis- 
tration was strengthened in its influence. 


It was then, Sir, by the prudeat and vigorous maaagement of the 
Military Commissioner io Cuttack, with the never-ceasing exertions 
of the Military Foree under him, that the Province was first rescoed 
from the dangerous ‘revolt into which it had been goaded by growing 
oppression. [t was the same vigorous management, Sir, the same ex- 
estions and prudent application of restricted resources, that eaabled 
the Military Commissioner to stem the torrent of despair, against a 
people anited in determined hostility against us. as wellty their euf- 
ferings, as by an indignant sense of injustice. It was the Military 
Commissioner, on whom, daring the most critical juncture of the 
Marhatta campaign, devolved the two-fold ardaous and important rese 
ponsibility of guarding the Province from expected iavasion without, 
and the suppression of desperate rebellion within; who, by this same 
management and same exertions, contrived to hold in subjection the 
waveriag dispositions of the Frontier Chiefs ; to subue, aad terminate 
the insurrection ia Coojung, by detaching an armament on boats, 
which puraued, attacked, and destroyed the Rebels throughout the 
intricacies of their own waters, and made captives of the Insurgent 
Leaders ; and who, by a skilfull and humane policy, punishing the 
hardened, and extending the boon of mercy with the pledge and 
somthing balm of promited relief to the oppressed, diffused confidence 
amongat the people, regenerated their lost hopes, and recalied them 
from frantic despair to submissive and gratefal allegiance. This too, 
Sir, although ia one of the unhecalthiest of climes, and during the most 
inclement of seasons, was effected in the space of some few months, 
aod the restored Province again committed to the Civil Power. .

It would be impossible to over-rate the services, the prolonged 
exertions, through toil, and every vicissitade of bad climate, sickness, 
and privation, that accomplished thus mach, Let the nomerous 
deaths, and exhausted constitutions of many now survivins, bear 
testimony to the nature of the service, which, in its result, however 
important to the state, did not aff rd evea the encouraging prospect of 
professional honors or eclat, to those engaged in it. The highly im- 
portant and invaluable services of the late Civil Commissioner bave 
carried him to the close of his existence, through a career, the lustre 
of which cannot be diminished by the present humble attempt to ap- 
portion to those entitled to it, the share contributed by them to the 
public credit and advantage.
